R iverhead is bracing for an influx of tour-

THE BIG DUCK IN FLANDERS 


Hamptons Groundhogs Sam Champion 
and Allen McButterpants Differ on . 
Groundhog Day Prediction

J amptons groundhogs 
Sam Champion and Allen 
McButterpants issued conflicting 
weather forecasts on February 2 
for Groundhog Day as residents 
gathered to learn the plump ro- 
dents’ sage advice on the seasonal 
outlook. 

Sam Champion the groundhog, 
who is not to be confused with 
the WABC-TV weatherman of 
the same name, saw his shadow, 
which means six weeks of wintry weather ahead, ac- 
cording to folklore. Allen McButterpants, however, 
did not see his shadow, suggesting that spring-like 
weather shall precede the March 20 vernal equinox. 

“Sam Champion has spoken, six more weeks of 
winter,” the groundhog’s handlers said following his 
big reveal at the Quogue Library. 

McButterpants, the newest addition to Long Is- 
land’s celebratory Groundhog Day weather-forecast- 
ing rodent team, made his first prediction at the Ev- 
elyn Alexander Wildlife Rescue Center in Hampton 
Bays. 

“The official proclamation is that Allen McButter- 
pants does not see his shadow,” his handler, Tammy 
Flanell, the center’s education caretaker, told cheer- 
ing revelers after the groundhog sniffed the grass, 
rolled on his back and stretched out before the ador- 
ing crowd. 

Sam Champion’s prognostication aligned with 
that of Punxsutawney Phil, the nation’s groundhog 
in chief, who also saw his shadow, as did Holtsville 
Hal. McButterpants joined Malverne Mel and Staten 
Island Chuck in bucking Phil’s forecast. 

A third prognosticator, Mortise the Tortoise who is 
also from Quogue, threw his hat in the ring midday 
Thursday when the Quogue Wildlife Center posted 
online a video “from an undisclosed location” in 
which the giant turtle reported not seeing his shadow, 
predicting an early spring. 

Sam Champion the groundhog was previously 
known as Quogue Quigley, but came back under his 
real name after taking last year off due to the coro- 
navirus pandemic, his keepers said. Sam Champion 
the weatherman had a field day with the groundhog 
named for him, extensively editorializing on the 
youthful handsomeness of his namesake woodchuck. 
No word from famed weatherman Al Roker on Evelyn 
Alexander Wildlife Rescue Center’s second ground- 
hog named Al Roker, who did not issue any. predic- 
tions this year because he was in a bad mood since 
groundhogs are supposed to be hibernating this time 
of year. 

This year marked the first time Sam Champion 
the groundhog predicted more wintry weather. Ev-

ery year he appeared as Quigley, he forecast an early 
spring. 

The STAR Foundation rescued and rehabilitated 
both Al Roker and Sam Champion after they were 
found sick and separated from their mothers as pups, 
but they proved unable to fend for themselves in the 
wild. 

Lori Ketcham, director of the nonprofit Save the 
Animals Rescue (STAR) Foundation in Middle Island __ 
— where groundhogs Sam Champion and Al Roker 
call home — recalled that when they tried to release 
Sam Champion, he started screaming and running 
back after the rescuers, demonstrating why ground- 
hogs are also known as whistle pigs for the bird-like 
chirping sound they make. 

“They make some really weird noises,” she said. 

Like his fellow local meteorological groundhogs, 
McButterpants also has a tragic backstory. He came 
to the Evelyn Alexander Wildlife Rescue Center after 
he was found on December 14, 2020 in Westhamp- 
ton suffering traumatic injuries, possibly from being 
struck by a vehicle, his rescuers said. He is believed to 
be about three or four years old. 

“While in treatment he made significant progress 
but was deemed non-releasable,” said Delma Schoep- 
pler of the Evelyn Alexander Wildlife Rescue Center. — 
“He quickly became a staff. favorite for his unusual 
calm demeanor ... Since living in captivity, he no lon- 
ger hibernates and therefore cannot tolerate the cold, 
so he stays inside on cold winter days and nights.” 

McButterpants enjoys finger painting — could he be 
our first wild animal to be featured as a Dan’s Papers 
cover artist? — digging, and munching on dandelions, 
kale, broccoli, carrots and fresh string beans, which 
are his favorite, Schoeppler said. 

His love for digging is unsurprising, as woodchucks 
are one of 14 species of marmot, or ground squirrel, 
which can remove an estimated 700 pounds of dirt 
when digging the typically five-foot-deep burrows 
they call home. ee 

Groundhogs — one of the few wild animals that fat- 
ten themselves up in warm weather and hibernate for’ 
three months of winter — are the largest members of 
the squirrel family.

PECONIC BAY IS KNOWN FOR ITS FRESH SCALLOPS, BUT DIE-OFF IS KILLING THEM. 


Experiment Will Test if Scallops Spawned 
in Fall Can Save Peconic Bay Fishery

F arine biologists trying to save the struggling 

Peconic Bay scallop fishery are experiment- 

ing to see if a shift in its shellfish hatchery spawning 
from summer to fall will help prolong survival. 

Bay scallops typically spawn once in the summer 
during their second year of life. But in October and 
November, the Cornell Cooperative Extension (CCE) 
of Suffolk’s Marine Program conducted two suc- 
cessful spawns that resulted in about 30,000 young 
scallops that are now in its production hatchery in 
Southold. 

“It’s promising to produce fall-spawned scallops, 
but now we need to see if these scallops will survive 
better than those we produced in summer,” said Har- 
rison Tobi, a CCE Scallop Program Specialist. “I look 
forward to getting in the water and working with my 
team in the months to come to learn if what we’re 


trying will significantly improve scallop survival.” 

The Peconic Bay scallop fishery experienced its 
fourth-straight mass die-off last summer, accord- 
ing to local scientists. Warming waters, low oxygen 
levels and bacteria have been blamed for the trend. 

This spring, experts will evaluate if the fall- 
spawned scallops have a better survival rate than 
those spawned in summer. 

The latest efforts are funded in part by the non- 
profit Robins Island Foundation and Suffolk County, 
which has supported the efforts since 2005. 

“We are happy to support the critical work of the 
scientists at CCE on this important initiative,” said 
Ann Colley, executive director of the Robins Island 
Foundation. “The scallop fishery is an integral part 
of both the history and economy of the East End, 
and we hope that this new approach to spawning is 
successful, and that Peconic Bay scallops thrive for 
generations to come.” 


LaLota Named Vice Chair of 


Transportation Security Subcommittee

| aioe U.S. Rep. Nick LaLota (R-Rocky Point) 
has been appointed the new vice chair of the 
House Homeland Security Subcommittee on Trans- 
portation and Maritime Security. 

The subcommittee, which has jurisdiction over the 
Transportation Security Administration (TSA) and 
the U.S. Coast Guard, focuses on the security of the 
aviation industry, surface transportation and mari- 
time activities.

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Of Art Studios and Affordable Housing

ast November, all but one of the 

five East End towns approved a 
new town tax — 1/2% on real estate 
transactions in excess of $400,000 — 
to be used to build affordable housing. 
Southold, Southampton, East Hamp- 
ton and Shelter Island voted for it. The 
leaders of Riverhead didn’t put it up 
for a vote. 

It is a gift from well-to-do buyers, 
who, spending another 1/2% when 
buying a $10 million property, would 
hardly even notice this extra cost. 
But it means a lot to the towns. Mil- 
lions of dollars have begun to arrive. 
Should apartments be built? Cottages 
allowed in the backyards of the well- 
to-do? Offices above stores on Main 
Street converted to low-cost housing? 
Whatever is built will enhance the 
local population and provide more 
workers to fill available jobs. 

Also happening as the money floods 
in is a review of current town and vil- 
lage ordinances. Some might unin- 
tentionally hinder low-cost housing. 
Abandon them. 

One ordinance that ought to be 
looked at is East Hampton’s ordinance 
255-11-88. It’s a shocking ordinance. 
And, passed in 1988, it is still 
on the books. It needs to be 
trashed right away. 

Until the beginning of 
the 20th century, artists 
everywhere painted in 
a roughly realistic man- 
ner. What you saw was what 
you got. Some paintings evoked 
strong emotional reactions. Geniuses 
such as Titian, Cezanne, Monet, Rem- 
brandt and Van Gogh were celebrated. 

Beginning around 1900, however, a 
new breed of painters developed new 
approaches to painting. Surrealism 
was born; so was art deco and super- 
realism. And because these new kinds 
of paintings were largely coming from 
American artists, the center of the art 
world shifted from Paris to New York. 
Later, about 1940, abstract expres- 
sionism arrived. Leading abstract ex- 
pressionists such as Jackson Pollock 
and Willem de Kooning moved out to 
eastern Long Island, and, followed by 
a tide of other abstract expressionists, 
caused the center of the art world to 
shift from New York to the tiny East 
End community of East Hampton, 
specifically in the section known as 
Springs. 

There, in a stunning northern light 
that painters said reminded them of 
Provence, art studios were built on

the grounds of the homes these artists 
bought for a few thousand dollars, the 
modest sums they cost at that time. 
There, in these studios, these art- 
ists created some of the most famous 
works of art ever painted. 

And most of these studios still 
stand. 

In 1988, however, the Town 
of East Hampton passed 
an ordinance about them. 

And this is 255-11-88. At 

the time, almost all lots 

in town were approved for 
single-family occupancy. 
With the art studios being 
built on back lawns, towns feared 
that cheating might occur. Some peo- 
ple — not artists — might build a sec- 
ond structure on their land, call it an 
“artist studio,” but then, simply rent 
it out as another residence, bringing 
them a completely illegal rental in- 
come. Can’t have that. : 

And so, to deal with this possibility, 
the towns passed 255-11-88. You want 
to build an artist studio? You need a 
permit. The permit will be good for a 
year. Then, it expires. So every year 
you have to get a new permit. And you 
have to be a real artist. And there are 
rules. 

“An artist’s studio shall not contain 
more than one story ... and shall not 
have a gross floor area greater than 
that of a legally permitted accessory 
structure ...” the ordinance reads. 

“An artist’s studio may have a sink 
or sinks, but shall have no bath, show- 
er or toilet or other plumbing of any 
kind and shall not contain kitchen ap- 
pliances, but may have a microwave 


and coffee maker.” 

(And we'll need proof you are a real 
artist. Not a fake. So we'll need the fol- 
lowing:) 

“A description of the applicant’s 
art form (is required.) A professional 
fine arts resume pertinent to the ap- 
plicant’s work which may include 
educational. background, _ profes- 
sional training, public exhibitions, 
critical reviews, grants and awards. 
Documentation appropriate to the 
applicant’s particular art form which 
should reflect a body of work, includ- 
ing recent work, which may include 
but is not limited to photographs of 
his/her work, exhibition announce- 
ments: and catalog reviews. Three 
letters of reference attesting to the 
artistic nature of the applicant’s work. 

“No building permit shall be issued 
for an artist’s studio until such appli- 
cation has been approved by resolu- 
tion by the Town Planning Board and 


the building inspector has received 


proof that the owner applicant has re- 
corded the covenants and restrictions 
in the office of the Suffolk County 
Clerk. 

“These covenants and restrictions 
include: 

“The structure shall not be reused 
at any time for sleeping or living 
purposes. 

“In the event that the art studio is 
not, cannot or will not be employed 
for the purpose or use set forth herein 
for more than one year, the prop- 
erty owner, artist or a representative 
thereof must notify the East Hampton 
Town Building Department in writ- 
ing. At the request of the artist, the 


Town Planning Board may permit a 
studio to remain vacant for-no more 
than one year ... 

“There shall be no commercial ex- 
hibits of art open to the public on the 
property, no commercial classes or 
other public events. 

“The owner and/or renter of the 
property hereby consents to an an- 
nual inspection of the artist’s studio 
upon reasonable notice by the Build- 
ing Department or the Ordinance 
Inspector for compliance with these 
provisions and may also be the subject 
to inspection upon reasonable notice 
by Building Department or Ordinance 
Inspector as part of an investigation. 
or in response to a complaint. If the 
owner or renter does not consent to an 
annual inspection, the Building De- 
partment or the Ordinance Inspector 
may apply to a court of competence 
jurisdiction for a search warrant to 
make an inspection.” 

Finally, it says that if the artist or his 
studio is no longer in compliance, the 
town can revoke its permit. It would 
then become and remain vacant. 

I submit that since this ordinance 
went into effect, artists who needed 
to use the bathroom, take a nap, eat 
a meal, and overcome the sheer in- 
sult this ordinance inflicts have now 
abandoned hundreds and hundreds of 
studios in our community and moved 
to, well, places like Ronkonkoma. And 
leaving us no longer the center of the 
art world. 

But also leaving us with absolutely 
perfect units easily converted to af- 
fordable housing. Already built. Right 
there in everybody's backyards. 
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Supervisor Shakeup: Turnover Coming 
to Most East End Towns’ Top Jobs

he majority of East End residents 

will have a new town supervisor 
next year as a rare political sea change 
is on the horizon with no incumbents 
on ballots in four of the region’s five 
top elected town seats — something 
that hasn’t happened in 30 years. 

Riverhead Town Supervisor Yvette 
Aguiar, a Republican, announced 
February 3 that she would not seek a 
third term. Her decision came after 
East Hampton Town Supervisor Peter 
Van Scoyoc, a Democrat, announced 
January 13 his decision not to run for 
a fourth term. Southold Town Super- 
visor Scott Russell, a Republican, said 
after his last election that this term 
would be his last after nearly two de- 
cades on the job. And Southampton 
Town Supervisor Jay Schneiderman, 
a Democrat, is term-limited from 
seeking a fifth term. 

“It has been an incredible journey 
for me, and I thank all my support- 
ers who re-elected me,” Aguiar said 
in a statement declaring she won’t run 
again. “Please be assured in the next

11 months, I am committed to contin- 
ue building our future foundation. I 
will leave you then with a deep-rooted 
foundation for progress, which will af- 
ford all our residents to prosper, with 
an enhanced quality of life for many 
years to come.” 

The last time there was only one 
incumbent East End town supervisor 
on ballots among the five Twin Forks 
towns was in 1993, when then-Shelter 
Island Town Supervisor Hoot Sher- 
man, a Democrat, won a second term, 
according to the Suffolk County Board 
of Elections. 

This coming Election Day, Shelter 
Island Town Supervisor Gerry Siller, 
also a Democrat, appears to be the 
lone incumbent town leader who will 
be running for re-election. Although 
Siller — who leads the least popu- 
lous town on Long Island — report- 
edly stated his intent to only serve two 
terms, he is now on the fence about 
running for a third. 

“IT am currently considering all op- 
tions,” Siller told Dan’s Papers. . 

The turnover in the other four East 
End towns comes in the same election 
cycle in which Suffolk County Execu- 
tive Steve Bellone, a Democrat who

has led the county since 2012, is also 
term-limited from seeking a fourth 
four-year term. Democrat David 
Calone, a former federal prosecutor 
and ex-chairman of the Suffolk Coun- 
ty Planning Commission from East 
Setauket, is the lone candidate to have 
declared plans to run for that office so 
far. Schneiderman had mulled a run 
for county exec but ultimately opted 
out. Potential candidates are still 
jockeying to get on ballots to run for 
the four open town supervisor seats. 

Van Scoyoc issued a statement say- 
ing that he won’t seek re-election to 
the post he’s held since 2018 after 
careful consideration with his family 
over the holidays. 

“As I move on to other endeavors, I 
will always be grateful to the people 
of East Hampton for the faith and 
confidence they have placed in me to 
lead the town over these many years,” 


“Expecting a supervisor to run 


every two years is absurd,” 


said Southold Town Supervisor 
Scott Russell 


he said. “I am blessed to have had the 
opportunity to serve the town I love, 
to work with dedicated and intelli- 
gent town board colleagues and staff, 
and to have met so many interesting 
and talented residents and individu- 
als during my tenure.” 

His tenure was arguably the most 


turbulent of the current crop of town 
supervisors in the Hamptons or on 
the North Fork. Recent years have 
drawn headlines for his administra- 
tion’s role in the debate over the place- 
ment of offshore wind farm cables in 
Wainscott, losing the latest rounds 
of legal disputes in the protracted 


litigation over public access to Truck 
Beach in Napeague and being sued by 
multiple organizations for trying to 
enact new rules restricting flights in 
and out of East Hampton Airport to 
assuage neighbors’ noise complaints. 
A recent proposal to build a wastewa- 
ter treatment facility in Montauk also 
stirred debate. 

“This time has been marked by 
daunting challenges but also by many 
successes,” he said in his statement. 
“T am proud of the work that has been 
accomplished by the town board un- 
der my leadership and I feel that the 
town is currently on solid footing.” 

Russell noted that the biennial 
election cycle for town supervisors is 
exhausting, making his tenure of 18 
years at the helm of his North Fork 
municipality all the more notable. 

“Expecting a supervisor to run 
every two years is absurd,” Russell 
told Dan’s Papers. “Focusing on the 
business of the town, the budget and 
re-election is daunting and asking 
too much.” 

Aguiar agreed. 

“Part of the problem is ... you are 
always running,” she said. 

The first Latina elected to lead 
the town, Aguiar had unseated her 
Democratic predecessor Laura Jens- 
Smith. Then two months after taking 
office, the COVID-19 pandemic hit. 
Later, although her Republican col- 
leagues voted against her bid to opt 
out of allowing legalized recreational 
marijuana retail sales in the town 
— making Riverhead one of four out 
of 13 towns on Long Island to do 
so — her administration did make 
progress on downtown revitalization 
efforts, most recently winning $10 
million in New York State grants to 
advance relate projects. 

“The pandemic did not prevent me 
from securing our town and over- 
coming the challenges we faced,” she 
said in her statement. “We worked 
simultaneously to create a new Town 
Square, the key component for re- 
vitalizing our downtown and our 
train station area. Subsequently we 
demolished two blighted properties 
on Main Street and purchased a com- 
plex which will soon become our new 
Town Hall. Other initiatives are well 
on their way.” 

Russell offered this bit of advice to 
whoever is elected among the next 
group of East End town supervisors. 

“The supervisors for the 10 towns 
(in Suffolk County) are nonpartisan, 
have a very good working relation- 
ship and rely on each other a great 
deal for information and advice,” he 
said. “If those who come next follow 
that tradition, they’ll be fine. If they 
don’t, they’ll be doomed.” 
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Macklowes Sell - 
Oceanfront East 
Hampton Home 


for $35M

| pag and Barbara Macklowe, 
ounders of the prestigious Mack- 
lowe Gallery, have sold their ocean- 
front estate in East Hampton for $35 
million. Hard Rock Cafe’s co-founder 
Peter Morton, a neighbor, is the buyer. 

The deal, which closed on Wednes- 
day, January 25, is the biggest so far 
this year. Kyle Rosko and Marcy Braun 
of the Eklund | Gomes Team at Doug- 
las Elliman exclusively represented 
the sellers. (The agents were even hon- 
ored recently by Fredrik Eklund, of 
Million Dollar Listing New York fame, 
for having the biggest contract signed 
on the large nationwide team in 2022.) 

“It was a very incredible opportu- 
nity to represent an oceanfront home 
like this. I’ve been dreaming of rep- 
resenting a property at this caliber,” 
Rosko told Behind the Hedges. 

The last asking price for the prop- 
erty at 51 West End Road was $39.5 


million, though it went on the market 
in late 2021 for $60 million. 

Even with the big reduction in price, 
Rosko says it moved at “a remarkable 
pace.” After multiple offers, the house 
was in contract in a little under a year 
from when it hit the market. “These 
oceanfront assets historically take a 
significant amount longer than a year 


-to find a buyer because they are all so 


unique,” he adds. 

Either way, the Macklowes stand 
to make money on the deal as they 
bought the 1.5-acre property for $3.5 
million in 1992, even if taking into ac- 
count their many upgrades over the 
years. 

The property offers approximately 
170 feet of ocean frontage on a private 
stretch of Georgica Beach. The home 
boasts an oceanside yard and pool, 
one of only two properties on West 
End Road with such luxuries. _ 

The 6,100-square-foot home was 
originally built in 1926 by Roger Bul- 


seis

Village. Historically, it has been called 
the Ellery S. James House. 

Ben Krupinski Builder renovated 


the home extensively over the last 


two decades. Features include wide- 
plank floors, a chef’s kitchen with a 
circular breakfast nook and a but- 
ler’s pantry, a potting room, formal 
dining and living rooms, a den and 
a first-floor junior master suite. 
There are also numerous fireplaces 
throughout the home, including an 
original Bullard and a turn-of-the- 


century ceramic art nouveau one in. 


the second-level office. 

Each room on the first and second 
levels enjoys incredible views, but 
the master wing is home to perhaps 
the most majestic sweeping vistas of 
both Georgica Pond and the Atlantic 


Ocean.

or our Valentine’s Day 2023 cover, we have a 

lovely image by Craig Alan, brought to us by 
The White Room Gallery. Here, the gallery’s owners, 
Andrea McCafferty and Kat O’Neill, discuss Alan’s 
Populus series, his career and more. 


How is this week’s cover art, Craig Alan’s 
“Everyone Loves a Kiss,” representative of 
the artistic voice and style found in Alan’s 
other works? 

“Everyone Loves a Kiss” is part of Craig’s Populus 
series which is predicated on social connection. He 
always wants people to find themselves in his art. 
The series was created to speak to the masses, as in- 
dicated by the title, to not only engage but to send a 
message that you are literally not as big as you think 
you are and that we all need to work together to ac- 
complish larger goals. 


What themes does Alan explore in Populus 
pieces such as “Everyone Loves a Kiss?” 

Universality and the beauty of humanity where the 
whole is greater than the sum of its parts. There is 
always a story in Craig’s art. 

If you look closely at this piece, you will see the 
same man raking in two different spots, two empty 
chairs, two people dancing and then you have lone 
figures staring off as if lost in thought while another 
waves. Look even closer and you see one guy running 
with a chair overhead and another with an umbrella 
overhead who appears to have seen enough and is

now walking off the canvas. You can’t make out any 
faces or expressions. They are all just people with 
their shadows and their actions coming together to 
form lips with the promise of a kiss. A hundred eyes 
could look at this piece and have a hundred different 
opinions as to why, and therein lies the magic. 


In what ways does Alan’s work stand 
out from other artists who create images 
of this nature — large images made up of 
small figures? 

Most artists will agree that inspiration makes its 
presence known in surprising ways. During college 
Craig would head over to New Orleans to create por- 
traits for people passing by to make some extra cash 
and he got very good at quickly capturing the human 
form, but what he hadn't discovered yet was how the 
human form could evolve into something more. 

That epiphany came when he was at this mother’s 
high-rise taking some photographs of a wedding 
happening down below, and he discovered that one 
group of people together formed an eye. From that 
inspiration came the creation of a library of painted 
characters that Craig arranges into endless narra- 
tives with unique hues, compositions and ingenuity. 

Other artists, like Jane Waterous, who we also rep- 


resent and whose style is sadly often blatantly copied, 
create images from small strokes of paint that look 
like figures from a distance, but Craig's library is re- 
ally one-of-a-kind and ever-expanding. It’s almost 
like he’s captured the world’s cast of characters in the 
miniature. To that point, every painted figure is 1.03 
inches, the perfect dimension Craig determined after 
much trial and error to cover the spectrum of sizes 
in the human race. His art for the Populus series is 
very labor intensive. Depending on the size, one piece 
could take anywhere from 50 to 150 hours with 400 
to 1,800 figures used to create the motif, and he often 
works on five or six paintings simultaneously to keep 
the creative juices flowing. He looks to news sources 
daily for inspiration for his unique commentary on

the world, often incorporating themes of hope, joy, - 


love and novelty. 

Outside of the Populus series, Craig paints nar- 
rative works of art featuring exquisite dresses with 
understated bodices and elaborate skirts comprised 
of peacock feathers, butterflies and fans. Another se- 
ries he calls Novel Anthology is comprised of surreal 
portrayals of people and animals. Imagine a large 
brown bear on a little red tricycle or a girl with a rab- 
bit head at a lonesome tea party. Craig is one of those 
rare artists who can live in different worlds with his 
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own unique signature. 

His pop art Populus series resonates so strongly 
with humor and engagement and then, on the other 
hand — or with the other hand, who knows, as also 
being ambidextrous is not out of the question for 
this artist — he paints concepts so rich in symbol- 
ism and fantasy that you almost think one artist’s 
oeuvre is from two different artists or at the very 
least from two different minds, to give you an idea 
of the bréadth of Craig’s imagination. On a side note, 
if you were one of those people who got a charcoal 
portrait for $15 or a watercolor for $30 years ago, 
consider yourself lucky because that price point is 
long gone. 


When did The White Room Gallery’s rela- 
tionship with Alan begin, and how has his 
status in the art world evolved since you first 
acquired his work? 

Even though we represent a myriad of mediums, 
we have many collectors invested in pop art and, as 
such, we thought Craig’s Populus series would be a 
great addition to the gallery and have thus repre- 
sented Craig exclusively in the Hamptons for about 
four years. He was already exhibited worldwide 
when we began working together and that exposure 
has only increased due to his tireless work ethic and 
creativity. We have sold many of his pieces over the 
years to collectors of all‘ages and backgrounds, both 
domestically and internationally, further proof of his 
universal appeal.

What would you say has been the greatest 
accolade or achievement of Alan’s career so 
far? 

The interesting thing about Craig beyond his ver- 
satility is his humility. He considers himself a paint-

the attachment of that label. But modesty aside, a 
wonderful accolade was when Craig’s Nelson Man- 
dela portrait went viral as a tribute photo at the time 
of Mandela’s death in 2013. Wonderful for the obvi- 
ous reason of honoring an amazing human being, 
but also because it took the Populus series that Craig 
started in 2007 to a whole new level of appreciation. 


How do you foresee Alan’s career’s trajec- 
tory moving forward? 

Unfortunately, in the art world talent is not always 
commensurate with a timely success as evidenced by 
Van Gogh and countless others but the work featured 
here, all from the Populus series, has been so well 
received since its inception that Craig’s trajectory is 
nothing short of a one-way path to the stars. Within 
the Populus series are figurative, abstract and con- 
ceptual themes. The figurative features celebrities 
and icons like JFK, Hendrix, Monroe, Prince, Gan- 
dhi, Elvis, Bond, Sinatra, Lennon, Hepburn, Mer- 
cury, Dali, Picasso and even Jesus, to name a few, 
and those homages are always in demand, but the 
abstract and conceptual have their own allure as they 
juxtapose the known with the unknown in provoca- 
tive, vibrant executions. Figures navigate gears and 
mazes. Some black and white, some color. It is the 
human race at a slow pace. 


Would you like to share any closing 
thoughts or additional information? 

We'd like to thank Dan’s and you, David, for giving 
us the chance to share Craig's art and story with your 
audience who should all now, just for the fun of it, 
imagine themselves 1.03 inches tall. 

Craig’s Populus work can be seen at the gallery 
in the current exhibit SPARK up until March 19. Of 
course, commissions are always an option. Just re- 
quires a little patience. But well worth the wait. Cur- 
rent gallery hours are weekends, 11 a.m.—5 p.m. or by 
appointment.

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Four Black Artists Reprise pee Show i in Sag Harbor

he Church in Sag Harbor is celebrating the vil- 

lage’s legacy of Black artists with a new exhibi- 
tion, Return to a Place by the Sea featuring Frank 
Wimberley, Nanette Carter, Gregory Coates and 
the late Al Loving — four abstract artists with local 
roots and a shared past. 


Co-curated by artist and co-founder of The | 


Church April Gornik and Chief Curator Sara Co- 


chran, the selection of paintings, mixed media and 


sculpture were created between 1982 and 2021, and 
will remain on view through May 27. 

These four talents previously showed together in 
1999's A Place by the Sea, an exhibition in Albany 
curated by Jim Richard Wilson, director of the Rath- 
bone Gallery at Russell Sage College, that traveled 
to Christiane Nienaber Contemporary Art in NYC 
and then Arlene Bujese Gallery in East Hampton. 
The show, which inspired The Church’s sequel this 
year, explored the work and relationship between 
the artists with Sag Harbor connecting them. 

Aside from the obvious, that all four artists are 
Black and work in abstraction, The Church explains 
that they were influenced by the experimental na- 
ture of jazz, and “they shared connections to The 
Studio Museum in Harlem which supported them, 
the Cinque Gallery in New York where they showed, 
and Sag Harbor’s historic districts of Eastville 
and Sag Harbor Hills, Azurest and Ninevah Beach 
(SANS) that provided them with a haven to work, 
socialize and relax.” 

The Church points out that the original curator, 
Wilson, said “place” for these artists was not geo- 
graphical but was instead a network of relationships 
that nurtured them. “A Place by the Sea displays 
some of the material results of the nurturing en- 
vironment that these four, and many other, artists 
have enjoyed as part of a very special community,” 
Wilson wrote of the first show and SANS back in 
1999. 

Returning after more than 20 years, the group’s 
connections to Sag Harbor are not as strong, cer- 
tainly in a physical sense, and the artists’ careers 
and lives are quite different. 

Al Loving died at the age of 70 in 2005, and Wim- 
berley, the elder statesman of the group, is 97 years 
old and spends most of his time in New York City, 
but both men had a profound effect on their coun- 
terparts, Carter, who sold her Sag Harbor home, 
and Coates who now lives in Connecticut. 

“T feel like in my career now, I am still just begin- 
ning. And I say that because time has gone by and 
I have had some accomplishments and many, many 
travels and things, but I still feel like I’m at the place 
where I began in 1999,” Coates says, despite the 
time that’s passed since the first A Place by the Sea 
exhibition. “Id like to make a lot more money on my 
historical merit, but I haven’t reached that yet,” he 
adds, citing generational issues and not receiving 
attention or importance early in his career. 

“The curator picked those earlier works for the 
sake of the history, which I liked,” he says of his 
pieces from 1998 and 1999, including “Shiroco,” a 
lovely composition with oil and masking tape on 
wood, and “Iona Deep Blue,” a large, cobalt assem- 
blage using a rubber inner tube over a wood ship-

ping palette, colored with-acrylic and pigment. — 
Coates points out that he’s the only artist in the 

show without gallery representation, but he also 

makes it clear he’s not bitter and he’s pleased with 


this exhibition, though not all such shows are cre- 


ated equal. 

“When they do the Black art shows, I’m OK with 
people having the good intentions, but if the Black 
art show is a color-based issue, we may not have any 
genuine conversation around art. I tend to have is- 
sues with being put into an exhibition that doesn’t 
contend with my aesthetics,” he says, which is not

the case at The Church. “This show I like because 


we are all abstract and non-figurative artists. We all 
hung out,” Coates adds, describing the thread that 
connects him to Carter, and to Wimberley and Lov- 
ing, who taught him a great deal. 

In many ways, Loving influenced Coates to move 
toward abstraction and working with found materi- 
als, which defines his current body of work. He was 
painting figurative pieces about social justice, but 
Coates found no joy in it, and Loving helped him 
realize that he had to change direction. “Al and I 


would have these conversations and he said, “You © 


know, there’s no:such thing as political art, that I 
owed it to myself to have my own voice,” Coates re- 
calls, noting that Wimberley was another important 
mentor. 

“Frank was very supportive of me, introduced me 


to some other people, Jim Richard Wilson being 
one. Al and Frank knew each other. There was a lot 
of simpatico with all of us,” Coates continues. “It’s 
easy to talk to each other. We got each other and we 
enjoyed what each other was doing.” 

“There were a number of artists in the Eastville 
community group,” Wimberly says, recalling that 
vibrant time. “One of the things I wanted to do was 
to be in.a gallery that would promote my work, and 
they came to me. That was a blessing from Berry 
Campbell,” he adds, describing how his career really 
took off with NYC’s Berry Campbell Gallery in the 
1990s. A Place by the Sea highlighted the end of that 
fruitful decade, before the new millennium began. 

“With both Frank and Al, I met them out in the 
Hamptons. Frank lived down the street from me,” 
Carter says, noting that she became friendly with 
Wimberley’s son who was her age, and first visited 
the house while his parents were hosting a party. “I 
saw all the art on the wall and I was mesmerized.” 

That experience with Wimberley’s work began her 
long relationship with the art and artists of the East 
End. She met Loving at a Guild Hall art opening 
— he was the only other Black person in the room, 
so they quickly got to know each other. “The Black 
community, we were tight, we knew each other,” she 
said, remembering how the SANS residents would 
support their artists, buying work and hosting art 
shows outside traditional venues in the 1970s. 

“I can tell you, Sag Harbor, the SANS area, every- 
body had a Frank Wimberley ... so we were showing, 
but we weren’t being seen in that larger communi- ' 
ty,” Carter says. 

Eventually, gallery owner Elaine Benson attended 
one of those art shows in Sag Harbor, at the Nine- 
vah Beach home of NYC art world luminary Richard 
Clark, and she asked Carter, Loving and Rosalind 
Letcher, a figurative painter from Sag Harbor Hills, 
to show in East Hampton the following spring. _ 

“We had brilliant, bright, movers and shakers but 
we just had a hard time getting into the larger are- 


“nas, the museums and what have you,” Carter con- 


tinues, but she says things have changed, especially 
since 2020. 

“I think it has a lot to do with George Floyd — we 
call it the George Floyd syndrome here, where ev- 
erybody’s eyes are now open,” she says, explaining 
how a lot more doors are opening for Black people, 
who are finally being seen, in a wide range of in- 
dustries all around the world. “Now they’re coming 
and approaching and seeing work that should be 
shown,” Carter says. 

“Our community was always supportive,” she 
adds, noting that many of her collectors came to The 
Church opening last weekend, as did Arlene Bujese 
who hosted the 1999 show. “It was good to pull back 
together. It was a very important show, it traveled, 
and now it’s back in Sag Harbor.” ; 

Coates will present an Insight Sunday talk about 
his work and process at The Church on February 26 
at 10:30 a.m. He says attendees should expect a con- 
versation where he will interact with the audience 
and “be as honest and as human as I can.” Carter is 
presenting her Insight Sunday talk at The Church 
on March 26 at 10:30 a.m.

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Ruby Murray’s Indian Takeout Is So Good You Need Reservations 


BY OLIVER PETERSON 


aking reservations for takeout or 

delivery is a bit unusual for most 
diners — especially during winter in 
the Hamptons where even the hot- 
test spots have tables open — but 
it’s the best bet for anyone looking 
to experience Indian delights from 
Ruby Murray’s. 

A classic “ghost kitchen” operat- 
ing after hours out of Southampton’s 
Wishbone Farms market (54 Hampton 
Road) and serving Indian food in the 
British style, Ruby Murray’s is open for 


limited takeout and delivery on week-. 


ends only, Friday-Sunday, 5-9 p.m., 
and when each night’s food sells out, 
they're not making any more. 

“Tt takes 24 to 48 hours to prepare 
the recipes,” explains Edward Brooks, 
who began putting together the busi- 
ness after finding himself craving the 
Indian food he loves so much from 
home in Scotland and around Great 
Britain. “The original recipes came 
from India, but then they brought 
them to the UK and realized that the 
way they were in India was never go- 
ing to be an entry point for most Brit- 
ish people to taste them. So they tried 
to tone them down,” Brooks says, 
explaining how classic Indian dishes 
were adapted for British palates. 

He and Ruby Murray’s Genera] Man- 
ager Ryan Glasson worked closely with 
head chef David Benavidez to perfectly 
capture the essence of this specific cu- 
linary niche, and the final results are 
nothing short of spectacular. 

Benavidez, who had never made 
Indian food of any kind, is a Cordon 
Bleu-trained chef with experience in 
barbecue, Asian, Mediterranean and 
many other unique styles of food, so he 
had the chops to get it right. “I did a lot 
of research. We did a lot of tasting. We

were here tons of hours the first week, 
dialing it in,” he says, recalling the 
work required to fulfill Brooks’ vision 
of the food he wanted from back home. 

The chef comes in on Wednesdays 
and Thursdays to marinate and braise 
the curry meats for Friday and Satur- 
day. Everything requires time before 
it’s ready, and when it’s gone, it’s gone. 

Highlights include curries, such 
as chicken korma, chicken tikka ma- 
sala, rogan josh (boneless leg of lamb 
braised in yogurt, Kashmiri spices and 
chili), butter chicken and paneer saag, 
among others, along with vegetarian 
options — all bursting with lively and 
robust flavors. 

Benavidez makes a wonderful Chana 
Chaat salad full of chopped English 
cucumber, cherry tomatoes, roasted 
chickpeas, pomegranate, mint, ci- 


lantro and lemon in tamarind vinai- 
grette with a crunchy chickpea and 
rice crumble. “This is just something 
super refreshing that cuts through all 
the richness of the curries,” he says, 
describing what has become a must- 
order favorite on the menu. “I do rec- 
ommend everybody get one of these, 
just kind of balance out the spiciness 
and the richness.” 

The other starters, mixed vegetable 
pakoras and samosas with phyllo 
dough, are unique takes on Indian 
classics absolutely worth trying. “The 
surprising favorite is the salad. The 
reassuring favorite is the pakora. He 
just nailed it,” Brooks says, noting that 
the salad was an unexpected hit with 
his British friends, while the rich pako- 
ras are exactly what one might expect 
from a curry shop back home. 


They also make great naan bread 
and rice, as well as a trio of tasty house- 
made chutneys, and two desserts. 

Ruby Murray’s opened about a 
month ago and only just began run- 
ning their own deliveries, instead of 
using DoorDash and/or Uber Eats, in 
order to reach every town from Hamp- 
ton Bays to Amagansett, including Sag 
Harbor, which the outside services 
would not cover. “It doesn’t make great 
sense but the food travels well,” Brooks 
says, acknowledging the onerous dis- 
tance from one town to the next, but 
he recognizes the importance of being 
available. 

“We know that good food is a mar- 
ket out here, and I think a secondary 
side of it is the delivery aspect, really,” 
Glasson says. “Nobody’s willing to go 
for that out here. Especially this time 
of year. Everybody’s hunkered down.” 

The buzz has already started after 
such a short amount of time. The food 
isn’t cheap at $24—$28 for each curry, 
but the price is not inaccessible either, 
and it truly is quite limited. 

“We take up to 48 hours to prepare 
our meals, It’s the only way to get the 
taste and the experience that we give 
you,” the Ruby Murray’s website says, 
echoing what the team reiterates like 
a mantra. “It’s also why we ask you to — 
reserve in advance. We can’t just ‘add 
sauce to some meat’ and expect it to 
taste this good.” 

The Hamptons has another reason 
to look forward to the weekend now, 
but Ruby Murray’s has been selling 
out, so it’s important to get on the list 
early. Advanced reservations will also 
earn diners a 20% discount.

Prices online range from as low as just under $25 
up to $45 for this wine, but it seems like it’s become 
very hard to track down. 

The 2019 Morisoli Vineyard Zinfandel is lush 
with raspberry and cranberries and brambly fruit 
flavors. It has notes of cinnamon and clove and light 
notes of licorice. It is 100% zinfandel. The grapes 
are from the Morisoli Vineyard located in the Ruth- 
erford area of Napa Valley. Their judicious use of

oak (the wine is aged 11 months in French oak, 60% 
new) creates a well-structured, elegant wine with 
firm tannins. It’s delicious with any warm-weather 
foods; rich Italian foods, stews, red meats, pizza 
and warm chocolate brownies are all complemented 
by this wine. 

Zinfandel lovers know zinfandel is an under- 
rated wine. The zinfandel grape produces robust, 
sometimes jammy and slightly spicy, big red wines. 
It is also used to produce a semi-sweet blush wine 
called white zinfandel. The sales of white zinfandel 
are about six times the sales of the classic zinfandel 
wine. This perception of zinfandel being the sweet 
pink wine could be one reason red wine drinkers 
might be less likely to ask for it. But red wine drink- 
ers who haven't yet should definitely give zinfandel 
a try. It’s a wonderful winter red to add to any wine 
drinker’s repertoire.

Contrary to the popular adage 
that opposites attract, Nelson finds that 
the most compatible people have simi- 
lar ideas of who they are. But these days, 
when it feels like everything is done on 
the internet or not at all, it can be tough 
to figure out where to find someone you 
may have that level of compatibility 
with (besides, of course, Nelson’s fine- 
tuned 3,000-plus-person roster of the 
most eligible singles on Long Island). 

“To help yourself on your own, you 
have to surround yourself with people 
you will be compatible with,” she says. 
“Do things you enjoy doing.” If you en- 
joy volleyball, for example, join a league.

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It’s not just about finding someone who 
also plays volleyball — it’s about finding 
someone who, like you, is fun, athletic 
and enjoys meeting new people. 

“That one thing they share can lead to 
10 different ways that they’re compat- 
ible,” Nelson advises. “Surround your- 
self in environments of things that you 
enjoy doing or want to learn how to do, 
and that makes the chances of finding 
someone who's compatible more likely.” 

This method is typically far more 
successful than finding someone at a 
random bar, and that’s because of Nel- 
son’s fundamental law of lasting love: 
compatibility breeds chemistry, but 
chemistry cannot breed compatibility. 

She finds that when people come to 
her trying to break a cycle of flings, 
it’s because they're typically acting off 
a short-lived spark of attraction that 
can’t compensate for fundamental 
differences between the two. How- 


ever, when one sets a strong founda- 


tion of compatibility in a relationship, 
the chemistry only grows over time. 
Nelson shares that 50 to 100 of her 
couples initially thought there was no

first time used unironically) to COVID. 

“Since the pandemic, there’s been a 
huge change.” Nelson’s matchmaking 
services have been consistently much 
busier post-2020, largely due to people 
realizing they'd like to share their lives 
with someone rather than be alone. 

“People realize the importance of be- 
ing in love,” she says.

Liberty and Justice — For All? 


BY ANNIE WILKINSON 


n English, the Spanish name of the sailing ship 
meant “friendship.” It also meant “companion- 
ship.” “Comradeship.” “Fellowship.” “Camaraderie.” 
But those meanings meant nothing to the slave 
hunters who abducted 53 young men and children 
from their home in West Africa, packed them onto 
a crowded ship and transported them across the 
Atlantic Ocean in 1839. En route, the slaves staged 
a bloody rebellion. When the schooner landed east 
of Montauk Point, a U.S. Navy brig seized the ship. 

Even though the federal government banned the 
trans-Atlantic slave trade in 1808 and slavery had 
been abolished and ruled illegal in New York State 
since 1827, the kidnappers were set free, as slavery 
was not outlawed in the U.S. until 1865. The Afri- 
can mutineers were imprisoned and charged with 
murder. 

La Amistad’s captives could not know that their 
uprising would change the course of Black history 
— and become the subject of what many call the first 
civil rights case in the United States. 


VIOLENT VOYAGE 

Some historians say the ordeal began in January 
or February 1839; others have written that it was in 
the spring that Portuguese traders violated all ex- 
isting treaties and kidnapped hundreds of Mende 
tribespeople from their native land in present-day 
Sierra Leone in West Africa. 

An account by the Cambridge University Press 
describes how Black captives were illegally trans- 
ported to Spanish-ruled Havana, Cuba, a major 
hub of the slave: trade, even though the importing 
of slaves had been banned in the Spanish colony; the 
kidnappers skirted the law with fake documents that 
said the West Africans were native Cuban slaves. The 
captors then sold 49 men and four children — three 
~ girls and a boy — at auction, to two Spanish planta- 
tion owners, who locked them in chains on the Amis- 
tad, bound for a Caribbean plantation. 

One of the enchained men was a rice farmer and 
trader named Sengbe Pieh (later called Joseph 
Cinque by Spanish slave traders). He had a wife and 
three children and had been working in the rice fields 
when he was forced into captivity. 

On board the 64-foot-long Amistad, crammed full 
of cargo and humanity — 60 people were crowded 
onto its 1,200-square-foot deck — the shackled 
prisoners endured rough seas and sickening condi- 
tions. They were nearly starved to death. The white 
captain and crew whipped, clubbed and punched 
them. 

On July 1, 1839, Pieh broke free, freed the other 
captives and led a bloody revolt. From the account 
by the Cambridge University Press: “They used a 
moonless night to launch a surprise guerrilla attack 
(in Mende, Kpindi-go), using war shouts and swing- 
ing their blades wildly.” 

The prisoners killed the ship’s captain and the

cook and a number of the captives were slain. The 
surviving West Africans ordered the plantation 
owners to sail the Amistad back to their homeland. 
But their kidnappers secretly steered the ship north 
to the United States in hopes of being intercepted. 

For nearly two months, La Amistad was lost; 10 of 
the Africans died of starvation or illness. The ship 
came aground and was lying at anchor at Culloden 
Point near the north shore of Montauk, about three- 
quarters of a mile off the Long Island shore, when 
the U.S.S. Washington seized it in late August. 
Searching for water and provisions, Pieh and the 
other prisoners came ashore, but private.citizens 
caught them. 

The ship was towed to New London, Connecti- 
cut — slavery was technically legal there — and the 
plantation owners were freed, despite their having 
transported the prisoners illegally. 


AFRICAN INMATES 

The surviving 43 Africans were charged with mu- 
tiny and murder and imprisoned in a New Haven 
jailhouse. For nearly two years, even the children, 
“three girls and one boy,” were detained “in a room 
by themselves” at New Haven, wrote abolitionist 
Joshua Leavitt after visiting the prisoners, accord- 
ing to the William G. Pomeroy Historic Roadside 
Marker Program website. 

The kidnapping victims remained in jail despite 
some of the charges being dropped, as the case 
worked its way to the U.S. Supreme Court. The Af- 
ricans formed an alliance with abolitionists, people 
who sought to abolish slavery and work for the full 
emancipation of enslaved people. The U.S. National 
Archives and Records Administration relates how 
abolitionists hired attorneys to convey the Africans’ 
position; the attorneys wrote: “... Each of them are 


natives of Africa and were born free, and ever since 
have been and still of right are and ought to be 
free and not slaves ...” Additionally, while suffering 
“great cruelty and oppression,” the Africans were 
“incited by the love of liberty natural to all men” to 
take possession of the ship by force and seek asylum 
somewhere under governmental protection where 
slavery did not exist. 

In March 1841, the Supreme Court ordered the 
35 Africans who were still alive to be freed. They 
set sail for Africa in November, arriving in January 
1842; the journey to their homeland was paid for 
with funds raised by abolitionists.

According to legalmatch.com, a contract is an 
agreement between two parties that creates a 
mutual legal obligation. Oral contracts are pos- 
sible, but written contracts are preferred for 
a number of reasons. Any time a person sets

The contract should reference: the agreed upon 
bid price, highlighting the agreements for proce- 
dures if additional materials are needed or if the job 
runs long. 


WARRANTY 

If a warranty is being offered, the details should 
be included in the contract. Homeowners should 
expect a reasonable one-year warranty to cover any 
defects in the contractor’s work. Renovation con- 
tracts are essential any time there is an agreement 
between homeowner and contractor.

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Stopping the Exodus: NY Sen. Dean Murray 
Fights to Keep People from Leaving NY, Save 
Small Businesses and Cut Spending

A s New York State Sen. Dean Mur- 
ray (R-East Patchogue) cam- 
paigned for his seat last year, he came 
to a home in a South Shore commu- 
nity that had several PODS storage 
units in the driveway. The homeowner 
came out of one of the units, and Mur- 
ray asked, “Coming or going?” 

The resident looked at Murray and 
said, “Going. Why would anyone be 
coming to New York?” 

The resident went on to explain that 
he was moving to Virginia, where he 
had bought a home of the same size 
on 10 acres of land. His current prop- 
erty was barely one-third of an acre 
and had a tax bill of $15,000. His new 
home’s tax bill would be $1,500. 

The resident asked, “Why would 
anyone stay here?” 

New York State’s oppressively high 
taxes, which have continued to drive 
an exodus from the state, are one of 
the cornerstones of Murray’s reasons 
to run for the District 3 Senate seat. 
A former journalist, small business 
owner and ex-state Assembly mem- 
ber, Murray has seen all sides of Al- 
bany’s successes and failures. 

“New York State is not friendly to 
small business owners or taxpayers, 
especially on Long Island,” says Mur- 
ray. “The state’s spending is out of 
control.” 

Murray is a graduate of the Broad- 
cast Institute of Maryland and spent 
a decade involved in radio and tele- 
vision news throughout Delaware, 
Maryland, Pennsylvania and New 
York. During that period, Murray cov- 
ered the Pennsylvania State Capitol 
for over 100 radio stations and served 
on the Board of Directors of the Penn- 
sylvania Associated Press. While liv- 
ing in Pennsylvania, Murray played 
five seasons of semi-pro football with 
the Chambersburg Cardinals and 
York Lions. 

In 1994, he came to Long Island, 
working in advertising sales for TCI 
Cable. In just over a year, Murray was 
promoted to regional sales manager 
serving the tri-state area. Not being

able to completely let go of his love for 
broadcasting, he periodically filled 
in doing morning news at WBLI-FM 
radio and also. did the play-by-play 
radio broadcasts of local high school 
football games on WALK-AM. 

In 1997, Murray began his own 
small business and learned how dif- 
ficult being the boss can be, especially 
in New York State. He started an ad- 
vertising agency — D & S Advertising 
Inc. For nearly 25 years, the company 
published several free publications, 
including but not limited to: the Long 
Island Job Finder employment news- 
paper and website; the Long Island 
Pet Lover magazine and website; 
and the Long Island Fugitive Finder 
crime fighting magazine and website. 

“There was a lot of frustration for a 
long time, trying to grow a business 
in this state,” says Murray. “We were 
helping people find jobs, and assist- 
ing in taking dangerous people off the 
streets, but it became increasingly dif- 
ficult to run the business.” 

Murray’s calling to public service 
was almost a dare from his stepson. 

“I know it’s corny, but I used to love 
the show The West Wing,” he says. 
“I became interested in politics and 
started voicing opinions and com- 
plaints. So, one day my stepson es- 


sentially challenged me when he said 
to either stop complaining or go do 
something about it.” 

In short order, Murray became in- 
volved in local politics, working on 
or managing campaigns. His time to 
serve in office came in 2010 when he 
won a special election to serve in the 
state Assembly. He was reelected by 
a comfortable margin in November 
2010. Although he lost his seat two 
years later, he regained his position in 
the state Assembly in 2015 and served 
his district for four more years. 

While in the Assembly, Murray led 
the fight to repeal the MTA payroll 
tax; eliminate the saltwater fishing 
license fee, pass the largest middle- 
class tax cut in decades and adopt 
the I-STOP program to help fight the 
serious problem of prescription drug 
abuse. 

“Sadly, not only did these issues not 
go away, they have become worse,” 
says Murray. “The governor’s policies 
continue to lead the state in the wrong 
direction.” 

Murray points to the MTA payroll 
tax, in which the state imposes a tax 
on any employer or self-employed in- 
dividuals who do business in the New 
York metro area. The tax includes the 
counties of New York (Manhattan), 


Bronx,. Kings (Brooklyn), Queens, 
Richmond (Staten Island), Rockland, 
Nassau, Suffolk, Orange, Putnam, 
Dutchess and Westchester. 

Murray also said the escalating 
minimum wage requirements put an 
undue burden on businesses. 

“How can any business continue to 
operate successfully under these poli- 
cies,” says Murray. “The state contin- 
ues to tax, it’s hit after hit after hit, but 
does not consider rising costs to run 
any business. There is no balance or 
logic to that policy.” 

It is no secret that politics too often 
play a role in government in Albany 
and beyond. But the real story isn’t 


~ always clear. 


“Above all, many of our differences 
are regional,” says Murray. “Theré is 
a huge difference between New York 
City and Long Island, and we have 
to find a way to fight back against the 
craziness that is coming from the city. 
We need to work together.” 

He adds, “Of course, there are very 
progressive members of the left and 
vocal members ‘of the right, but the 
majority of people are in the middle 
and just want to do the right thing for 
the people.” ° 

Above all, Murray believes that it is 
up to the electorate to make their voic- 
es heard if there is to be change. Apa- 
thy, burnout from a constantly battling 
media world and people being too busy 
with their daily lives, can take them 
away from exercising their frustrations 
or opinions, whether it be at the polls 
or through other methods. 

“There is no better indication in 
New York State of frustration and 
a need to change than seeing the 
amount of people fleeing the state so 
they can live better lives,” says Mur- 
ray. “Most of these residents don’t 
want to leave their homes, but they 
need to so their families can survive. 
That reality alone should be enough 
to get elected officials to work together 
and save this state.”
